She might have been 
taken there in the night, and the body 
gotten rid of behind the first 
jutting point. But if that was tbe 
case, the rifle Shells are out of the 
story and are merely accidental. 

There is a hat pin to be e 
and a hat to be accounted for. The 
pin was found at the entrance to the 
thicket. No hat has been found in the 
cafion. It may be there in the thick 
brush, although that has been tramped 
over pretty thoreughly by curious visi- 
tors. A woman's hat is said to have 
been found a quarter of a mile from 
the cafion along the beach roag. If 
that was the dead woman's hat. tt was 
not dropped on the way to the cafion, 
but was carried out of the cafion after 
the body was concealed. No plausible 
reason for carrying it out appears. The 
pin seems to show that the woman 
wore a hat in the cafion. 

The directions in which search should 
be made would have been self-evident 
to a competent detective at the beein- 
ning of the case. There is a clue which 
others may work out, and there are 
some very singular coincidences 
tangles which others may expla.a when 
the right trail is struck.
